That is the question nearest to the heart 
of most men, says the New Orleans Pica- 
yuue, young and old alike. Shall we an- 
swer it conclusively?

It is for the young man to go into the 
country, or stay there, if he is there now, 
and the old man to take his sons with him 
thither, and begin a course of careful and 
systematic husbandry. 

If poor, and with small means, let them 
begin with a little land, and, raising pota- 
toes and other vegetables, keeping 
poultry and starting with a pig or two, let 
them raise their own living first, and then 
sell off the surplus.

Shall they not raise cotton’ Les, when 
they have secured a support from the soil, 
independent of cotton. And why not let 
cotton bring them the money whereby, 
independent of other things, they can pur- 
chase the means of living? 

Because it is precarious beyond every 
other crop. It is is this very precarious- 
ness that makes it bring so much money. 
When a fortunate year comes it enriches 
the fortunate man who raises a good crop 
to hundreds who are barely able to live 
through without being sold out for their 
“advances” for a bad year. 

After all that may be said as to wealth 
made otherwise, there is more certainty 
and assurance of it from the care=and 
management of a farm, which is made ev- 
ery year more fertile and productive aud 
stocked more and more with home com- 
forts and the means of multiplying and 
simplifying labor, while the necessity of 


being self-supporting is kept in view, than 


any other way. 

Look at the man you call a“rich plant- 
er,” whois making, or striving to make, 
his thousand bales or hogsheads, He was 
once, if in reality a planter, a man who 
was courted by every merchant, commis- 
sion and non-commissioned. He was then 
notso ambitious as now, but raised bis 
corn and his meat, paid his debts first of 
January in full, and never owed much. 
now he is mortgaged for three or four 
years of lost time, and is “going to make a 
good crop this year,” ashe has been “go- 
ing” to do for years back, and is hunting 
merchant after merchant to get further 
ad van ces. | 

Now, apart from the fact that intrinsic 
wealth consists in having enough, and 
contentment therewith, this “rich planter’, 
will die poorer, by tens of thousands, than 
he would have done had he remained con- 
tent with his hundred bale crop of cotton 
and his ample cribs well filled with corn, 
his herds of cattle and hogs, his sheep, etc. 
in the enjoyment of which he was, and felt 
himself rich. 

But our Southern farmers have none of 
them ever yet sufficient!y studied the best 
mode of making their farms valuable, both 
by beautifying them and by making them 
more productive; nor have they ever yet 
sufficiently perceived how that, by cultiva- 
ting a little land in small things, they can 
really make more money than by raising 
the most vaunted Southern staples. . 

They should know that our climate and 
soil are such that if they should raise 
these things, they could 80 complete. by 
earlier supply and more abundant, with 
the North, as to make treble the profit 
which has made that region rich in the 
value of its lands, while ours has constant - 
ly depreciated. — 

And here we would commend to their 
reading a series of works published at the 
office of the American Agriculturist, New 
York, which we have: perused with the 
greatest profit, and which all who are 
either practical or amateur farmers and 
gardeners should read, so as to learn how 
to begin and how to make their sons begin.

We regret 
this state of — because we would de- 
cidedly prefer that the simple and legiti- 
mate powers of the bombshell should be 
exhausted on the rioters before resort is 
had to less justifiable means. But if it is 
impossible to shell the towns of these 
Chilot Indians, and to convene a Legisla- 
ture of proletarian carpet-baggers and 
rapatetic negroes to govern them for the 
future, it is clear that we must try other 
measures, even though they be such as are 
not warranted by the letter of the Consti- 
tution. These “disloyal” disturbers of the 
ce must be made to feel the strong 
and of the Government. The lives of 
“loyal” men are wholly unsafe in Alaska. 
These midnight assassinations prove con- 
clusively that the Ku-Klux are 
most ‘thoroughly organized there. 
It is because of the intense hatred 
with with which every rebel Chilot re- 
gards the people of the Northern States 
that immigration and the flow of capital 
into Alaska have been so absolutely 
checked. Every patriot tongue is asking. 
„Have we a governmen ?” and every heart 
is throbbing with anxiety about “ the na- 
tional life.” Let the President, then, send 
to Alaska men Whose mew & names shall 
mean ven eep, terriblé, and most 
effective vengeance.” Let us have “the 
peace which is sure to follow the sword.” 
2s there is no silver ware in the country, 
it would be asking too much of Butler to 
expect him to go. As there are no news- 
apers which have learned the art of treat- 
ng the defeat of a small and exhausted 
army by five times its numbers as an 
achievement ranking with the renowned 
victories of the world, of course Sheridan 
would decline the task of reconstructing 
Alaska. There are no woods in which to 
take shelter from masked batteries, nor are 
there any railway trains in which 
to retreat from them, and there- 
fore we can not ayail ourselves 
of the experience of Schenck. Pope, 
whose “headquarters are in the saddle,’ 
could render important service, but un- 
happily he kills and wounds such frightful 
numbers in his battles that he might 
in his first encounter unwittingly 
depopulate the country and bring 
stain upon the humanity of our na- 
tion. But they are other loyal men who 
will gladly respond to the call of the Presi- 
dent, and undertake the reconstruction of 
our military district in the far Northwess. 
They should be summoned at once to the 
task, and instructed to act as “ the necessi- 
ties of State” may suggest. The“ will of 
loyal men is the law of this land,” and it 
imperiously demands that General Grant 
shall at once begin the business of restor- 
ing the Constitution in Alaska by appoint- 
ing a milatary satrap, giving out liberal 
contracts, disfranchising the Chilots, and 
giving to the “fur bearing animals” the 
right of suffrage.— Baltimore Gazette. 
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MR. BULL’S OPINION. 
Grant’s Inaugural in England. 


The English papers, by the China, con- 
tain editorial reviews of the inaugnral ad- 
dreas of President Grant, which had been 
telegraphed in full. The London Times 
concludes a long eulogistie article as fol- 
lows: 

In the principles Gen. Grant enunciates 
throughout this document, briefly «as they 
are expressed, we see hopes of a beneficial 
and honorable career. The President has 
been, and remains unpledged in a party 
sense; he tells us that the office which has 
been conferred upon him was unsought. 
What is of still more importance, he is not 
committed to the employment of any set 
of men, and remains his own master, and 
the true “ Executive” of thecountry. Here 
are advantages which few Presidents 
have possessed, and if they are well used 
by Gen. Grant, his term of office may be 
the beginning of a new period of prosper- 
ity, surpassing even that which came to an 
end eigi:t years ago amid the flames of «ivil 
war. 


The Star's opinion is also favurable, and 
that journal, in reference to the President’s 
sileuce about the Alabama difficulty, ob- 
serves: 


It is certain that the President has not. 
in this address. given any countenance to 
the extraordinary remarks which were re- 
cently attrib to him by the quidnuncs 
of the American press, and all that we 
know of his character and antecedents 
justifies the belief that his councils, now 
that he is elevated to power. will be those of 
wisdom and moderation. His programme 
is an eminently pacific one. The warlike 
spirit has no place in it. It breathes the 
purpose of a man who will uphold the 
greatness of his country by reuniting a 
divided people, by economizing and wisely 
employing the national resources, and by 
cultivating peace abroad, and at home the 
civic virtues. 

The Pall Mall Gazette observes: 

The proclamation to the citizens of the 
United States, with which General Grant 
begins his official life, is characteristic, and 
on the whole satisfactory. It bears the 
mark of a strong will, and of an decisive, 
if somewhat narrow intellect. General 
Grant leaves no doubt as to his meaning, 
and his meaning is rarely o to any 
reasonable objection. Tne siault of the 
proclamation, considered asa political pro- 
gramme is that it leaves untouched some 
of the most important questions which the 
American people will have to deal with 
during tbe next four years. It must be 
remembered, however, that General Grant 
is not the head of the Government in the 
sense in which we are accustomed to use 
theterm. Mr. Johnson forgot this dis- 
tinction, and did his best to persuade him- 
self and Congress that he was a Prime 
Minister, with a policy to carry out. Gen. 
Grant is not likely to fall into this error. 
There is a true military ring about Gen. 
Grant’s appeal to those young men who 
“have a peculiar interest in maintaining 
the national honor.” 
The toreign folicy indicated in the proc- 
lamation is unexceptionable. so far as 
words go.

At no former 
period have the prospects of this staple 
elicited 9 deeper or more general concern. 


The action, therefore. of the South in 
reference to the new crop is of the first 
importance. No backward course should 
be taken; but the same intelligent course 
which has produced such remarkable re- 
sults the past year should be continued the 
coming season. It has abundantly demon- 
strated the vitality of the South and the 
possibility of raising cotton more success- 
fully by freed labor than by slave labor. 
All that is needed now is that the lessons 
of the past three years be not lost, in order 
that the South may retain the vantage 
ground it has gained, and enter upon a 
new career of social and industrial devel- 
opment and prosperity. 

At the close of the civil war the single 
element of labor was about the only means 
rema:ning in theSouth of recovering from 
the industrial prostration in which that 
section was lost. But even this resource 
was sadly deficient. The freedmen were 
badly demoralized, insubordinate and pre- 
tentious; and at the same time the white 
population was exhausted, angry and jeal- 
ous. All classes were utterly broken down 
in spirit, while there was no money or 
credit anywhere. In this extremity the 
planters turned to cotton as their only 
hope. Prices had been high, and it was 
thought that they would continue so; and 
on the basis of then ruling rates contracts 
were entered into and plans made for the 
year. It is scarcely necessary to repeat the 
disasters of that and the succeeding sen- 
sons. 


The result of the policy pursued was 
that, during the winter of 1867 a cry of 
famine arose from the most fertile districts 
of the world, and the little remnant war 
had left appeared to have been lost. Relief 
was sent and the danger pussed away. leav- 
ing a severe experience, which has result- 
ed, however, in the greatest good to that | 
section of our country; enabling them, in 
fact, to raise a crop of cotton at about ten 
cents per pound. and to sell it at more than 
twenty cents. Over $250.000,000 will pass 
into the South from cotton alone this sea- 
son, placing the planters in à position of 
comparative independence. 


In tracing the cause of the success of 
1868, as contristed with the disasters of the 
preceding years, we tind the clearest indi- 
cations of what should be the policy of the 
South in the immediate future. Failure at 
first was not the result of deficient corps, 
but rather of the acts of the men and 
the planters themselves. Capital, to be 
sure, was shy and distrustful, and could 
only be obtained with diffieulty and at 
high rates of interest, or on extremely un- 
favorable terms. Labor also was demor- 
alized. In very many cases the freedmen, 
having newly tasted the sweets of liberty, 
refused 
with great lack of energy and efficiency. 
They could not see the necessity for work 
and it required the bitter hardsdips of the 
winters of 1866-67 to bring them to their
